He lived in rather ar 
out-of-the-way place, and has a wife and 
two children. 


Day before yesterday a neighbor called 


at Harm-house to borrow a seed planter 
Not finding him .at home, he went to the 
barn, and opened a window to look in for 
the implement. 
As'he opened the window 


the stench coming from the inside was al- 
most overpowering. 
He saw inside, horses 


and cattle lying dead upon the floor, their 
remains gnawed by dogs and rats, and rot- 
ted away. 
He immediately .informed the 


selectmen of what he had seen, and they 
despatched a constable who arrested Harris. 
Yesterday he was taken to Waltham before 
a trial justice and examined, and ordered 
to give bail in the sum of.§1000 for appear- 
ance at the next term of the court in .Con- 
cord, to answer to a charge of cruelty to 
animals.

he fed and watered the cattle sometimes.—

A PAYING BUSINESS.—The privateers fit- 


ted out at New Orleans liave already cap- 
tnred seven prizes, valued, vessels and car- 
go, at $175,000.

The famous yacht Wanderer was cap- 


tured not long since, by a United States 
vessel, and taken into Key West. 


THE WAY THEY " SOGEK " AT THE SOUTH. 


—A gentleman who traveled with Col. Max- 
ey Gregg's South Carolina regiment a part 
of the way from Richmond to Manassas 
Junction, says that they were accompanied 
by two hundred negroes, who carried their 
master's arms, knapsacks, and in many in- 
stances an extra hat. The guns were strap. 
ped on to the backs of the negroes. A pe- 
culiar feature was a fall negro band, which 
played Dixie elegantly. 


A Union paper is about to be issued from 


Alexandria, edited by tho collector of the 
port newly appointed, and printed by sev- 
eral members of the Michigan regiment. 


A novel feature in the military move- 


ments of Louisiana is a body of 1,500 free 
negroes who are armed and are daily drill- 
ing in New Orleans. It is stated that they 
exhibit a fair proficiency in their evolu- 
tions. 
The non-commissioned officers are 


selected from the negroes themselves, but 
those in command are whites. They have 
enlisted for general service, and are liable 
to be ordered to any point.

A NEW VIEW OF PRIVATEERING.—The 


Liverpool Post takes the view that southern 
privateering cannot sustain itself, for diff- 
erent reasons from any we have yet seen 
mentioned. It says: 


Notwithstanding the issue of letters o) 


marque, there will be no privateers. An 
adventurous few may start at first upon 
speculation, but they will instantly depart 
from the waters. The American steamers 
in the Gnlf, and a steamer or two in the 
Pacific, will render the presence of priva- 
teers all but impossible. They must ne 
cessarilybe sailing vessels, and sailing ves- 
sels are now peculiarly subject in the time 
of war to the power of steam. 


They will be speedily pursued and easily 


captured. Some people imagine that .the 
privateers will use steam vessels; but a lit 
tie reflection will show that it is impossible 


First, a steam vessel of power adequate 


to the navigation of the Atlantic would cos 
a large sum of money—a sum far beyonc 
the means of wicked speculators. 
In the 


second place, it would bet absolutely neces 
sary for her to keep out of the way of the 
American steamers, and to keep out of the 
way of them she must be provided with coa 
for a very long voyage. 
When her coals 


were exhausted she vrould be as weak, o 
course, as a sailing vessel, and the larges 
vessel could not carry coal enough for a 
month's voyage. Privateering therefore i 
out of the question, although it came with 
in the meaning of the law of nations ; bu 
in the case of America it would come with 
in the laws of piracy ; and no matter wha 
Europe might say, the Americans woul 
swing np every sea robber they caught.

I arise on behalf of my brethren of the 


bar, to move the adjournment of the court. 
We are in !io mood of mind to transact bu- 
siness. 
Oar flags are floating at ha!f-mast, 


our public buildings draped, in mourning, 
and the hearts of all thinking-and feeling 
men arc full, heavy, sad. Judge Douglas 
died this morning at nine o'clock. 


The death of this distinguished man at 


any time, would have arrested the public 
thought, and saddened.; the ptfblic heart; 
but at this time, when our country is suffer- 
ing sore trial, when the government Wash- 
ington lent his hand to rear, is staggering 
beneath the blows of traitors ; now when 
all eyes were fixed upon Douglas as the last 
of the great statesmen—(though, the last, 
not the least]—tho blow has fallen as upon 
our own hearts ; and we pause, in appre- 
hension as well as in grief, and mourn the 
extinguishment of this! great light, just 
when the darkness of onr national troubles 
seems to thicken, thicken, thicken. God is 
indeed dealing with this people. 
The infat- 


uation and madness of our southern breth- 
ren have brought us all to the brink of ru-

After Arlington Heights were occupied 


and Alexandria captured, the war depart- 
ment established a signal by which the 
troops in Washington should know when a 
battle had commenced, to hasten to the aid 
of the federal forces.
